Freight  rMmt  lb  eousequence  are 
lower  than  any  city  similarly  situated 
in  the  South. 

Other  Advantages  Sought. 

Many  of  our  enterpri>-infr  citizens, 
however,  have  for  «ome  time  felt  that 
still  furthep-  advantages  in  this  line 
should  be  accorded  to  us.  In  further- 
ance of  this  idea,  it  was  decided  some 
weeks  auo  at  a  little  incetin<:  of  a  few 
of  those  who  '^make  thinirs  liappen" 
when  they  i^t  their  heads  to^retiier 
to  discuss  ways  and  means  for  adding 
to  the  future  glory  and  greatness  of 
the  "Gateway  City,"  and  the  grand 
county  of  Clark,  that  additional 
lr;;n-^portation  facilities  were  abso- 
lutely  nece>>arv  as  well  as  additional  | 
water  advoiilafics. 

It  is  well  known  that  Kentucky 
River  sweeps  along  the  southern 
shores  of  the  county  for  about  25 
miles  and  it  is  also  known  that  it 
has  been  locked  and  dammed  from  its 
mouth  to  the  Lee  and  Kstill  line,  and 
tiiat  another  ye.ir  will  sf-e  the  <'oni- 
j)letion  of  thi>  groat  system  to  the 
Three  Forks  of  the  river  in  Lee  coun- 
ty and  up  these  forks  for  many  miles, 
thus  opening  up  practically  Inex- 
haustable  areas  of  coal  and  timber. 
It  also  euaUea  steam  boats  to  ply  the 
year  round  from  Loui.-.\  ille.  Cinein- 
nati,  St  Louis.  New  Orleans,  Mem- 
phis and  Pittsburg  to  the  southern 
borders  of  the  county. 

Mmm  Mveh  to  City. 

T(»  have  these  great  natural  ar- 
teries of  transportation  reach  Win- 
chester, would  mean  that  Winches- 
ter would  quickly  jump  to  the  po- 
sition of  being  the  third  or  fourth 
city  in  the  State  and  leave  Lexington 
and  other  outlying  suburbs  so  tar  in 
t!ie  r.-ar  that  they  could  not  'fi'  li  along  said  canal 
Winchester  even  with  an  up-to-date  j 
'moving  picture  machine. 

To  enable  Wuiehester  to  do  this, 
a  loek  canal  from  Kentaeky  Biver  to  {exempt  suid 
the  eoathern  suburbs  of  the  city ;  district  and 
should  be  constructed.  Three  feas- 
ible routes  presenteil  ilieni-eh es  for 
consideration  and  a  tmiei  reeonnois- 
ance  was  requested  by  engineers  of 


city  limits  would  be  the  principal  pool 
or  harbor  ba^n  with  the  usual 
wharves  nii<l  docks  for  loading  and 
unloading  and  a  belt  line  railway 
track  to  connect  with  the  railway 
lines  on  the  north  side  would  follow. 
A  beautiful  park  and  driveway  would 
also  surround  it  on  three  sides.  The 
basin  and  the  canal  would  also  be 
stocked  with  fish  from  the  Govern- 
ment hatcheries. 

The  Cost  af  tiM  CaiHil. 

The  cost  of  the  canal,  with  turn- 
outs and  passages  sufficient  for  the 

latest  style  barges  and  boats,  includ- 
ing the  now  eelel)ratcd  Loinb  system 
of  steam  and  elo<  tric  boats  as  adopt- 
ed by  the  Ohio  canals,  w«>uld  be,  in- 
cluding locks,  about  $3,')0,000.  As 
the  Government  can  easily  place  its 
bonds  on  a  2  per  cent  basis,  as  in  the 
case  of  the  Panama  Canal,  the  ui- 
terest  would  be  only  ,$7,000  per  year 
while  the  tolls  will  easily  meet  thi^ 
and  at  the  same  lime  reduce  freight 
and  fuel  charges  to  us  fully  fifty  per 
cent. 

Effect  of  the  EonteriNloe. 

The  etfect  of  the  t-ompletion  of  this 
great  enterprix-  on  the  already  won- 
derful pro-re->  <.t  Winehester  can 
hardly  be  estimated  even  by  the  most 
o|»timistic  citizens.  To  bring  about 
this  most  desirable  consummation,  it 
was  decided  to  interest  our  Congress - 
man  and  Senators,  and  the  following 
bill  was  prepared  and  sent  on  for 
which  they  hope  to  secure  an  early 
passage : 

"Whereas,  it  has  been  represented 
to  the  Congress  that  Winchester,  Ky., 
being  now  the  largest  city  of  the 
fourth  class  in  said  State  and  that  it 
is  situated  within  eight  miles  of  the 
Kentucky  River  which  stream  has 
been  locked  and  dammed  by  the  Unit- 
ed States,  and, 

"Whereas,  it  is  represented  that 
the  commerce  population  and  general 
business  of  said  city  would  be  more 
than  quadrupled  in  a  short  time  by 
the  construction  of  a  lock  canal  tor 
boats  and  barges  from  sai<l  stream 
to  said  city,  therefore. 

Tlie  Proposed  Bill. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Congress  of 

the  ruited  States  in  special  session 
assembled  uiulcr  call  of  the  Presi- 
dent ; 

Sec.  1.    That  tlie  sum  of  $;i50,000 
be  appropriated  for  the  construction 
of  a  canal  by  the  most  feasible  route 
from  Kentucky  River  to  the  environs 
j<)f  said  city,  conditioned,  of  course, 
itiiat  the  right  of  way  for  said  canal 
be  donati'd  by  the  lantl  ownei-  along 
the  line  and  that  said  city  of  Winches- 
jter  furnish  without  charge  to  the  gov- 
ernment a  tract  of  land  sufficient  for 
a  harbor  basin,  wharves  and  suitable 
roadways  from  the  principal  streets 
of  the  city  1<»  the  ba>in  wharf. 

S<'c.  2.    ("liartres  for    boats  and 
)arges  passing  through  the  locks  and 
hall  not  exceed  the 
minimum  tolls  now  allowed  by  similar 
canals  in  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.    The  county  of  Clark  sliall 
canal  Irom  all  comity

Why  MtaiK^sl  RsgulatiM  of  Out- 
doer  Advertising  Is  Advocated— How 

Illustrations  Are  Restricted — Value 
of  Crusade's  Effective  Methods. 

From  flumy  cities  In  yarloas.  parts 
of  the  United  States  the  American 
Civic  association  has  received  recent 
reports  telling  of  the  proj^css  of  the 
campaign  agnlnst  obnoxious  billboards. 
This  work  of  the  American  Civic  asso- 
ciation and  attiliated  organizations  has 
resulted  in  a  tremendous  public  senti- 
ment against  objectionable  outdoor  ad- 
vertising, and  the  i>rogress  is  In  spite 
of  the  Increased  qncrgy  of  the  adver- 
tising interests. 

One  of  the  most  successful  cam- 
paigns against  the  ofiFensivo  billboard? 
Is  that  in  Cincinnati,  where  the  T.iisl- 
ness  Men's  clu!i  i>  sn  !;iiig  a  reasona- 
ble control  of  the  bi'/.tuianlr^.  One  of 
the  most  active  in  tho  r.Dvement  is 
Murray  Shipley,  promiiieiit  manufac- 
turer and  a  mtMulicr  of  tlu'  executive 
board  of  the  American  Civic  associa- 
tion. 

Two  restrictive  measures  have  been 
proposed — one  now  peiuling  before  the 
Cincinnati  councils  for  a  proper  regu- 
lation of  billboards  and  the  other  to 
be  Introduced  in  the  Ohio  legislature. 
In  the  new  rauni('i|)al  l)unding  c!ide 
it  is  proposed  that  no  billboard  shall 
l>e  erected  without  a  permit;  that  a 
fee  of  $10  shall  be  paid  for  a  board 
7  by  10  feet,  with  $5  for  each  .nddi- 
tional  seven  llnenl  feet  or  fraction 
thereof;  that  Itillboards  of  wood  sbull 
not  exceed  two  feet  in  height,  that  all 
in  excess  of  two  feet  shall  be  of  metal 
and  that  no  board  shall  exceed  5f«> 
square  feet  in  nr.-a. 

\\x  the  terms  of  the  proposed  .state 
niea^nre  it  Is  provided  to  have  munici- 
pal regulation  of  billboards,  with  pow- 
er to  liiense  the  crer'tion  of  adviTtis- 
ing  boards.  This  bill  will  exclude  for 
advertising  purposes  paries  and  the  res- 
idence parts  of  cities  in  which  sections 
a  majority  of  qualifi'.'d  voters  favor 
prohibition  of  billboards.  It  proposes 
to  limit  billboards.^  7  by  10  feet,  not 
less  than  twenty-five  feet  from  the 
street,  and  provides  that  each  board 
shall  have  independent  supports.  Illus- 
trations depicting  or  describing  in 
words  or  characters,  or  both,  the  com- 
miesion  of  any  crime  or  misdemeanor 
are. forbidden,  as  are  obscene  and  Im- 
moral advertisements. 

Mr.  Shipley,  who  advocates  billboard 
regulation,  said: 

We  must  not  be  ashamed  to  stand  up 
t>ol(11y  for  everything  wMch  is  beautiful, 
whettier  it  In  a  great  work  of  art  or  a 
beautiful  hillside  which  Is  threatened  with 
billboard  desecration,  and  let  us  Insist 
that  we  arc  ontitlrd  to  Ir.ok  and  see  thf 
londscape  :is  n.'xtiire  male  It  .in<i  not  ns 
disfigrurcd  with  wooden  ows  or  tialf  made 
tilsbbsHs.  Aside  from  this  one  all  suf- 
ficient reason,  there  are  many  other  rea- 
•■'ons  why  bniboard.s  should  be  under  rea- 
sonable cortrril.

After  exhaustive  inquiry  Into  tlie 
subject  the  < 'ini  innati  r.u«iness  Men's 
club  receivwl  a  report  fro:ri  it.s  special 
committee,  to  whicli  was  app»*nde(l  :in 
extensive  p!;in  of  caiupu'; ^  ag:('uisl 
billboards  and  bi:ii>oar»^  ^  ifi^  ertisii.'.^. 
In  a  general  v.ay  edut-ation  ^ppeals  iv 
advertisers,  and  requests  for  the  co- 
operation of  real  eslale  owners  have 
been  the  main  features  of  the  cam- 
paign begun  eighteen  months  .-iiro. 

As  an  example  of  the  su  cess,  let- 
ters were  sent  to  billboard  a  iv(«rti.':e;s, 
who  were  asked  if  they  v  ould  not 
agree,  with  others,  to  abai.«lon  the 
boards,  and  sixty  advertiters  so 
agreed.  The  advertising  thus  termi- 
nated affect imI  boards. 

Illustrated  postcards,  showing  some 
esjwclaliy  offensive  boards.  were 
mailed  to  cinb  member.-.,  and  one  of 
the  results  was  that  ^^ncral  property 
owners  voluntarily  agreed  to  remove 
the  obJecUmiable  boards  from  their 
property. 

In  the  campaign  for  a  state  measure 

the  co-operation  of  civic  associations 
in  other  municipalities  of  Ohio  was  so- 
licited, and  most  of  tb.e  i:50  such  or- 
ganizations promise  1  snp;)'  rt. 

J.  W.  Rogers,  sunerintendent  of 
parlis,  forcibly  reraoved  1.000  feet  of 
billboards  twelve  foot  high  standing 
on  Inwood  park  proi>orty  after  repeat- 
ed notice  to  the  billboard  owners. 

A  prominent  Imllder  showed  his 
sympathy  with  the  crusade  by  notify- 
ing bllllBard  owners  that  he  would 
not  renew  contracts.  The  Cincltniatl 
Symphony  Orchestra  association  de 
cided  to  encourage  the  fight  against 
board.s  to  advertise  its  concerts. 

In  the  campaiscn  for  the  restriction 
of  billboards  in  the  new  building  code 
a  significant  case  of  reduction  of  val- 
ues because  of  billboard  intrusion 
v^'as  shown.  The  Strlbley  property  in 
Gilbert  avenue  was  purchased  for  S7.- 
000.  but  when  sold,  after  a  vast  spror.d 
of  s?^8  had  t>een  erected  facing  ft. 
only  $4,000  could  be  obtai:ied.

Washington.  April  1.  ~-  The  Payne 
tariff  bill  again  was  picked  to  pieces 
in  the  house  of  repreaentatives.  There 
were  no  prolonged  speeches,  and  in 
ronf5eqnenco  many  were  afforded  an 
opportunity  to  express  their  views. 
Ijumber.  coffee,  wood  pulp  and  print 
paper,  tobacco,  coal,  zinc  and  the  b|ll 
were  generally  discussed. 

The  arguments  on  lumber  came 
from  the  south  tbrouRh  M.*,  Pujo  of 
Louisiana  and  Mr.  Thomas  of  North 
Carolina,  who  did  not  want  the  pro- 
tection afforded  the  lumber  industry 
disturbed.  Therf'  was  an  tntfresting 
exposition  of  the  wood  pulp  question 
by  Mr,  Nfann  of  Illinois,  who  defended 
the  proposed  reduction  of  the  duty 
on  that  product. 

Mr.  Larrinage,  the  Porto  Rican 
commissioner,  made  an  exhaustive 
plea  for  a  tax  of  5  cents  a  pound  on 
roffpe  from  that  colony.  Others  who 
spolie  were  Messrs.  Morgan  of  MJs- 
pouri,  Brantley  of  Georgia,  Douglas  of 
Ohio.
